of Biological Material 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see the amendment, filed August 1 8^^ 2003, with respect to the rejection 
of claims 9-15 and 44-50 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these claims 
has been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 1-59 are allowed over the prior art of record (see paper # 3), 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 9, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a method for determining a color formula that matches a color of a color standard and satisfies 
accelerated weathering test requirements comprising determining a color formula that produces a 
measured color and satisfies accelerated weathering test requirements, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 9. 

As to claim 44, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a computer readable medium storing computer instructions for instructing a computer system to 
determine a color formula that matches a color of a color standard and satisfies accelerated weathering 
test requirements comprising determining a color formula that produces a measured color and satisfies 
accelerated weathering test requirements, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 44.
